Siiiiiiiicr Einployiuent 

Till' tinii; is now approaching when 
^;lulk■nl.s will be looking for good summer 
jobs, ones which will yield them sufficient 
money to enable llicni to conlinup their 
.sludie.x. With a few exceptions, the type of 
work will not be considered, unless it is 
j»artifijl;irly uo.-iri.-iome, and then the easy 
job will be clioseji before the more difficult 
one. 

.Some will be waiters, others bellhops, 
and .still others .spcelcr.s on the buses. They 
will be in company, for the mo.st part,/Avith 
other .students, and a sort of temporarj' 
fraternity will e:cist. Their conversations 
will concern e.\i)oriences willi customers 
:uid employer.s, and wages. At the end of 
the. suninicr. they will resume academic 
life, richer in iJocket, and with the recollec- 
tion of a pleasant summer with other stu- 
idents. 

All Ihi.s, it scem.s to us. is very profit- 
•able financially and very enjoyable, but 
not very broadening. After all, the stu- 
dent's holidayij are liis only long free 
;Pcrlods from the mixup of lectures and 
wading. Ho i.s given an opportunity to 
igure out just what new learning he has 
.JriVcd from his past year, and is able to 
get away from its strain. It is up to him 
to put the lime to the best use possible: 
now the "best use" to most students is 
synonimous with the "highest paid work" 
regardless of its nature. 

Exceptions: however, are to be found, 
and it is the attitude taken by these few 
which we would greatly commend. The odd 
student goes off to the country and gets a 
job on the farm, where he mingles with 
people of a type to which he is not ac- 
customed and gets to know their attitudes. 
Others go off to work in mines, of their 
own free will, and a very few get into fac- 
tory work, where an attempt is made to 
|understand all the difficulties of the aver- 
age worker, and the implications of the 
industrial world. 

When the fall comes, such students 
have more to talk about with their friends 
than a few anecdotes acquired during the 
.summer. They have acquired an under- 
standing of people Avith whom they do not 
mingle in everyday life, and arc in a better 
position to consider their problems. 

Some will complain that such jobs are

And all of these thinss have ..ntci.'d ii.to and 
Influenced the third period, iho period after the 
war. Now thla third period, the period of recon- 
atructlon. Is ono ncaln which breaks Itself up in- 
to two parts. On the one hand Is the movement, 
to throw off, ns It were, the heavy trappings of 
war, lo re-establish society, to repair the destruc- 
tion which haa been done; on the other hand, 
ihT.i li tho crcat effort lo bull<l somclliing that is 
bciK-r and new in tho world. Ilut it i« a. period 
which is takinc up and developlnc what had been 
before the war and what had happened In the war. 
We see In this last period a much more developed 
conception of our modem society, and our anoJy- 
sia mttst mainly He with this period. We cannot 
draw any rlinrp lln« botwccii it niu] tiio decades 
before it. The samo movements which were at 
work In them come out nioro atrons'/ in It. But, 
first of all, it is the period of growth in interna- 
tional coniiolldatlon. and tho ten years, the twelve 
years wlilch have now passed, with all their chec- 
quered history, show amazing achievement In the 
ivay of building up tho foundations of an Intcrn.i- 
tional society. 1; if, eoconilly, tho period of tho 
return to natiunnlUm. Uul wlili tliat, and with 
many evil things which coine out uf an excessive 
character in natlonallisin, thcro ia also the new 
Idea and a now vision of tho importance which 
nationalism has In the modern world of the fact 
that we must reconcile wltli our Intcrnatiunalisni 
n rual spirit o£ nalionalI.-<iii. .^nd tills ia not only 
true of tlic old slates of tho world, but, above all, 
we S60 it in tho old stotes of the Kar Kajst. If 
we loolv back to tUo beginning of the lOli century 
we see already unrest in India and In China. But 
lot anyone follow that in history and one will sec 
how that it is in this period after the war that tho 
great flow gathers towards national expression and 
tho establishment of national unity. Tlicro is a 
national llfo at work in tho "unchanging cast", 
and hero we sec tliai what had been thought by 
some to be a field in which progress was n thins 
of tho past, now progress, the effort towards it, 
tlio urso towards it, is as active as anywhere in 
tho world. 

But there .are other things In this period. It 
Is a. period, also, in which wo eco a new concei)tlon 
of social ]lfc, of the organisaUon of tho commun- 
ity. Jf one takes tho case, of England IHhink it 
will bo found that when wo como to look back on 
this period o£ tlio third decade of tho 20th century 
that one of the groat things which stands out 
amid all tho troubles ot llfo Is the growlnsr sense 
of community, the now idea of a good community: 
It takes many shapes, and forms, it seeks to pre- 
serve tho countrjtsldo, it seeks to re-settle people 
on tho land, it seeks to bring about education and 
culture and to revive Iho old folk dances and songs 
of tho countryside; It Is making, In other words, 
a now life In tho community. AVo shall try to 
examine more closely Into its significance, but it 
la part of this now era and the complex in which 
we live, and when wo aro faced with Rreat econo- 
mic difficulties, ono of tho things which will help 
us through Is the growing strongth of, the .sense 
of tlie community, the growing nttuclimcnt to It, 
Wo must see to It that our comniuiiily ia built on 
linos which give as full a play to individual initia- 
tive as In possible. Thcso economic difficulties 
will In lime be surmounted.' It w« have' a com- 
munity which fôcis the .^cnso of loyalty tltroush
